Chase ends in 
Salem St. crash

WILMINGTON - An allegedly 
drunk driver led North Reading 
police on a pursuit into 
Wilmington on Saturday morn- 
ing, May 4, when he lost control 
of the vehicle and crashed into 
a tree, resulting in the death of 
his fourteen year-old passenger. 
The driver, Matthew B. 
Pariseau, 18, of Tewksbury, 
allegedly fled the scene of the 
accident before he was arrested 
by a responding Wilmington 
police officer, said Deputy Chief 
Robert Spencer of the 
Wilmington Police Department. 

“(Pariseau) got out of the car 
and ran and was apprehended 
by Officer Daniel Murray after 
a short chase on foot,” said 
Spencer. 

Brendan Sheehan, of 
Billerica, was flown to Boston 
Medical Hospital by emergency 
helicopter, where he was pro- 
nounced dead shortly after 7 
a.m. on Saturday. He would 
have turned 15 on May 27. 
Pariseau was transported to

WILMINGTON - Two men are 
facing multiple charges after 
robbing a local pharmacy and 
leading police through a late 
night chase through the streets 
of Wilmington. 

At approximately 1:45 p.m.

“He (drove) at the North 
Reading cruiser, causing the 
officer to maneuver to avoid a 
collision,” said Spencer. “He 
(then) endangered the police 
officer again by driving at 
him.” 

The pursuing officer lost sight 
of Pariseau's vehicle as it sped 
down Salem Street, after which

further south, near the 
Winchester line, is a huge hill 
known as Blueberry Hill. The 
name goes back to the days of 
the Spanish American War, pos- 
sibly farther, and was at first 
totally unofficial. Today the hill 
is known only by that name, 
and there is a road nearby 
ealled Blueberry Hill Road. 
Blueberry Hill is a big one, 
solid rock, and mostly trap. 

In 1905, a quarry was started 
there by Gen. Goethals, he who 
built the Panama Canal. The 
quarry was part of the General 
Crushed Stone Company, a 
Pennsylvania company. 

Gen. Goethals, an eminent 
engineer, realized that a lot of 


crushed stone was going to be 
needed for the coming high- 
ways in America, and that was 
what led to the establishment of 
the Quarry. Blueberry Hill had 
over 120,000 yards of trap. 
Another quarry, established 
at about the same time, is in 
Saugus, near the ocean. It has 
reddish colored basalt, and the 
rock from this quarry was easi- 
ly recognized in the pavement 
of many roads in Eastern 
Massachusetts in the mid-1900s. 
The basalt in Blueberry Hill is 
mostly black, but there are 
some veins of other colors to be 
seen, including some red trap. 
In the 1920s, the Boston and 
Maine Railroad began to bal- 
last their rights of way, to allow 
increased speed of the trains. 
The operation consisted of put- 
ting crushed rock under and 
around the railroad ties. A 
tremendous amount of crushed 
rock was used, and the 
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e volcano that paid off 


Winchester Crushed Rock pit at 
Blueberry Hill was a busy 
place. It was a fascinating 
place for the kids of that age, 
and the company had its hands 
full keeping them out of the 


quarry. 

Above, on top of the hill, half 
a dozen huge drills would work, 
all day long, drilling six-inch 
holes down into the hill. Down 
below, a steam shovel would 
load rock into the dump cars of 
a little steam railroad, which 
would carry the rock to a 
crusher about a quarter-mile 
away, and dump the rock with a 
mighty roar. The crushed rock 
would fall onto a rubber -con- 
veyor belt, which would take it 
to a bin, where it would be 
screened and separated accord- 
ing to size. The crushed rock 
would then be loaded into rail- 
road cars or trucks, with a 
tremendous roar, in a matter of 
seconds. Hundreds of tons were 


shipped out daily. 

The company installed a huge 
air compressor, with an electric 
motor, that must have had 250 
horsepower, to operate the 
drills. Air hoses led up the hill, 
like tentacles of an octopus. 

Then, every afternoon, about 
4:30 p.m., the quarry would be 
cleared of men. No one would 
be allowed within a quarter 
mile of the ‘face’ of the opera- 
tion, for on top of the hill, men 
would load dynamite into the 
holes which had been drilled. 

At about 5:15, the dynamite 
would be set off, with half a 
dozen “wharumphs” and as 
many clouds of smoke, as newly 
broken rock tumbled to the bot- 
tom of the face. 

It was a very satisfactory 
operation, from the standpoint 
of the small-boy spectator. Over 
on the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, nearly half a mile 
away, homeward-bound office

defeat the construction of a trash 
transfer facility in North Andover, 
which facility would have severely 
affected the community environ- 
ment.

"We should have no addi- 
tional problems,” he said 

According to Burnham, the 
timing of the recent rainfall, 

-coming when most people 

would be free to work on lawns 
- and gardens, has helped the sit- 
uation. The district runs 
through the area north of 
Route 128 to the Peabody, 
Middleton and Reading lines. 

The. problem with the 
Ipswich River Watershed is so 
bad that communities such as 
Danvers and Middleton have 
had to impose complete bans 
and are trying to buy water 
reserves from Andover 

The Town of Reading well 
fields are also supplied by the 
Ipswich River Watershed, 
However, the restrictions are 
not as tight in that community. 

Water Station Superinten- 
dent Peter Tassi said last 
Monday, "We are doing fine as 
we speak." 

This is a lot different story 
than what was experienced in 
Reading after a gasoline tanker 

.. truck overturned adjacent to 
the well fields on Route 1-93 in 
1990. The accident caused the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) to order the 
closure of the well fields until 
the ensuing oil pollution could 

, be cleaned up 
Reading was able to open 
‘the wells one by one until 1998 
when all nine wells were 
returned to service. 

Because of the situation, 
Reading has an emergency tie- 
in with the MWRA system and 
can get water through lines 
from Woburn, Stoneham and 
Wakefield. 


Tassi noted that the town 

has water use restrictions

z** of the street being able to 
water their yards on odd num- 
bered dates and the same with

As of last Monday, the 
ground water levels at the 


half-foot lower than this time 
last year. 

Although both Reading and 
Lynnfield Center draw water 
from the Ipswich River, the dif- 
ference in DEP ordered restric- 
tions is explained by DEP 
Water Management Authority 
Manager Duane LeVangie. He 
notes that Lynnfield Center 
District is under tighter water 
usage limits now due to a past 
history of using more of the 
Ipswich Water Basin then they 
are permitted for. 

He added that Reading is 
historically uses less water 
than the town is registered to 
use, 
"It was a really bad winter 
for the Ipswich River," 
LeVangie said. "As much as it 
(water level) came up on last 
Sunday, it is still well below its 
limits. 

He added, "Until March it 
was difficult for some towns to 
draw water." 

The North Reading wells 
also draw from the Ipswich 
River Water Basin. However, 
Water Superintendent Mark 
Clark said, "Our own well lev- 
els are pretty much average. 
We also buy water from 
Andover." 

North Reading imposes per- 
manent odd/even water restric- 
tions on its residents. 

"We are not looking at any- 
thing more drastic," Clark said. 

Although the Ipswich River 
is in bad shape, the Merrimack 
River is almost at flood stage 
and therefore the Town of 
Tewksbury has nothing to 
worry about. 

Tewksbury Town Manager 
Dave Cressman said, "I am not 
aware of any problems," 

He noted that the river has 
seen some low points but the 
head of the river is in the New 
Hampshire mountains and it is 
fed by the melting snow up 
there, 


Tewksbury treats some 
seven million gallons of water 
per-day for its resident's use. 


Burlington draws its water 
into the Mill Pond Reservoir 
from the Shawsheen River‘and 
the ground water is in pretty, 
good shape, according to Water 
Treatment Plant Manager Bill 
Keene, 


"We are still requesting peo- 
ple to use conservation meth- 
ods," Keene added. "The 
biggest problem is the automat- 
ic irrigation systems, We have 
a lot going in."

Woods said, "We were down 


Before that time the levels 
were four to five feet below the 
average of the last four years. 

Mandatory odd/even restric- 
tions are being continued for 
outside water use in the com- 
munity, which is supplied by 
nine wells. Woods noted that 
although the brooks feeding the 
well fields are in initial flood 
stages it is the groundwater 
levels that are of most concern 
to him. 

He said that the rains pre- 
dicted for most of this week 
would be good for the ground 
water levels but he is looking 
ahead to the hot summer days. 
He is also looking to the time 
when the trees come into full 
foliage and plant life starts 
growing in the wetlands - all 
factors that deplete the ground- 
water. 

Of all the towns surveyed for 
this article, Wakefield seems to 
be in the best shape. 

Department of Public Works 
Director Richard Stinson said, 
"Wakefield is in good shape for 
two reasons, the MWRA and 
Crystal Lake. Crystal Lake, (the 
town owned spring-fed reser- 
voir) has not dropped at all. 

"Unless the MWRA has a 
problem then we don't foresee 
a problem." 


Wakefield is completing a 
new water treatment plant 
along Crystal Lake, which will 
increase the output of the Lake 
from 15 percent to about 21 per- 
cent, according to Stinson. 

"That will help us financial- 
ly and it will help the MWRA 
supply," he added. 

Neighboring Stoneham is 
completely fed by the MWRA's 
Quabbin Reservoir and also 
does not foresee any problems. 


This does not mean that , 
MWRA communities are in the 
clear, 4, check of the MWRA 
website reveals that Quabbin is 
below normal at this time with 
only 83 percent capacity, 
Normal for this time of year is 
85 to 100 percent capacity.

Director Bob Grover reported

“Mike Gilbert, from the 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees, released 
his first Strategic Planning 
Report to the School 
Committee after consulting 
with the community and 
staff in the town’s four 
schools,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” 

“Gilbert said the most 
overwhelming response from 
the community was that 
‘every parent, student and 
community member should 
be valued as a ‘customer’ of 
the Lynnfield Public Schools’ 

“Committee member 
James Dillon thought other- 
wise. ‘I don’t think any good 
parent looks at their kid as a 
customer. Negatives will 
appear with customers. We 
need to be a service provider, 
but if we view the student as 
a client, standards will drop. 

“Other findings include 
not enough management of 
the curriculum, the need for 
a grant writer, diversifying 
the staff with continued par- 
ticipation in the METCO pro- 
gram, maintaining reason- 
ably small class sizes (espe- 
cially at the elementary 
school level), more variety in 
the foreign language curricu- 
lum, more options in the 
high school for electives, and 
consistency in the discipline. 

“Superintendent Richard 
Palermo was surprised with 
some of the findings and he 
believed some of these find- 
ings may not be reality. ‘One 
of the tasks for the Steering 
Committee will be to find the 
difference between percep- 
tion and reality’ 

“Gilbert agreed these find- 
ings are only perceptions and 
may not be reality. 

“One of those perceptions 
was a finding that said the 
district should examine why 
students leave for'private 
schools. 

“The Committee explained 
that every student who 
chooses to leave for a private 
school is surveyed. With the 
strength of private schools 
on the North Shore and the 
draw of athletics, many stu- 
dents tend to leave because

“Unanimously, the School 
Committee approved a new 
teacher’s contract for fiscal 
2002 and 2003,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Town Manager Brian 
Sullivan, who joined the com- 
mittee to discuss and 
approve the contract, 
abstained from voting. 

“Sullivan said that as a 
town manager, he is con- 
stantly dealing with different 
groups and can’t vote a con- 
tract regarding wages and 
salaries that are different 
from what he had been talk- 
ing about. ‘I’m in a difficult 
position,’ he said. 

“The new contract estab- 
lishes a 2 percent raise for 
the first half of the fiscal 
year 2002 and an additional 2 
percent for the second half of 
the year, both retroactive to 
Sept. 1, 2001. For fiscal year 
2003, the contract stipulates 
another 3 percent raise. 

“Teachers Union represen- 
tative Marguerite Maserian 
said getting a contract before 
the year expires is one bene- 
fit. But one area that 
changed for the better is 
course credits, she said. 

“When teachers take 
courses for personal profes- 
sional development, those 
courses are worth certain 
numbers of credits. To climb 
the salary scale and keep up 
with their jobs, teachers are 
required to get these credits. 

“The new contract agrees 
to give credits to teachers 
according to college and uni- 
versity standards. Colleges 
and universities typically 
allow three credits for one 
course that maybe requires 
37 hours of classroom work. 

“Winchester’s policy was 
different. It followed the 
state Department of 
Education (DOE) standard 
of one credit per 15 hours of 
class time in courses taken 
for professional development.
